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Secretion of Androgens and Estrogens by Normal and Neoplastic 
Ovaries in Postmenopausal Women 1 


Normal ovaries of postmenopausal women continue to secrete testosterone. Sex- 
steroid secretion by ovaries containing a tumor was increased, even in women with 
a tumor traditionally considered to be nonfunctional. 


Pregnancy Rates After Hysterosalpingography With Oil- and 
Water-Soluble Contrast Media 6 


A randomized prospective study of hysterosalpingography with either water- or 
oil-soluble contrast medium found no statistically significant difference in 
pregnancy rates. 


Naproxen Reduces Idiopathic But Not Fibromyoma-Induced 
Menorrhagia 10 


Cyclooxygenase inhibitor, naproxen, reduces idiopathic menorrhagia but has no 
effect on myoma-induced menorrhagia. 


Adhesions and Pelvic Pain: A Retrospective Study 13 


A comparison of symptomatic and asymptomatic patients undergoing laparoscopy 
for chronic pelvic pain or infertility found no differences in the site or density of 
adhesions. 


Adenomas in Minor Vestibular Glands 16 


Excision of the minor vestibular glands for intractible dyspareunia has resulted in 
the incidental findings of vestibular adenomas in 12 cases. 


Study of Superficially Invasive Carcinoma of the Cervix 19 


Study of patients with invasive squamous cell carcinoma invading no more than 

5 mm suggests that tumor pattern, width, and confluence are insignificant, 
lymphvascular space invasion is of uncertain significance, and depth of invasion is 
the most important factor. 


Plasma and Amniotic Fluid Concentrations of Fibronectin 
During Normal Pregnancy 25 


Plasma concentrations of fibronectin in normal pregnant women rose significantly 
during the third trimester of pregnancy, remained elevated six weeks’ postpartum, 
and by eight months’ postpartum fell to nonpregnant levels. Maternal plasma 
concentrations were greater than those of their neonates. 


Reconsideration of Head Compression and Intraventricular 
Hemorrhage in the Vertex Very-Low-Birth-Weight Fetus 29 


Factors associated with fetal head compression were not related to intraventricular 
hemorrhage in vertex very-low-birth-weight infants. When premature delivery is 
inevitable, focusing on efforts to avoid a depressed one-minute Apgar score 
appears to be the most promising approach to preventing intraventricular 
hemorrhage. 


Obstetric Management and Intraventricular Hemorrhage in Very- 
Low-Birth-Weight Infants 35 


The very-low-birth-weight infant is at a significant risk of intraventricular 
hemorrhage, requiring echoencephalogram for its detection. Cesarean section 
through a low transverse incision for a breech presenting infant over 1000 g, use of 
antenatal corticosteroids, and careful electronic monitoring with fetal sampling as 
needed are recommended. 


Perinatal Risk Assessment for Patent Ductus Arteriosus in 
Premature Infants 41 


In estimating the risk for patent ductus arteriosus in premature infants, 
multivariate linear regression analysis identified maternal and newborn factors that 
were either associated with its development or appeared to lower the risk of this 
serious complication. 
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Decreased Birth Weight and Femur Length in Fetuses of Patients 
With the Sickle-Cell Trait 


The mean birth weight in women with Hb-AS was less than in a matched 
population and the difference was statistically significant. Ultrasonic biparietal 
diameters were similar but mean femur length was reduced in Hb-AS patients. 


Fetal Heart Rate Pattern and Risk for Respiratory Disturbance in 
Full-Term Newborns 
In a prospective study, influence of fetal heart rate pattern on respiratory diseases 


was analyzed in term newborns after cesarean section. Ominous fetal heart rate 
patterns were found to decrease the risk of respiratory disturbances. 


Preinduction Cervical Ripening With Prostaglandin E, 
Intracervical Gel 
High- and low-dose intracervical prostaglandin gel was shown to be efficacious in 


cervical ripening although caution is advised in using this preparation in patients at 
risk for placental insufficiency. 


Elevated Circulating Levels of a Decidual Protein, Placental 
Protein 12, in Preeclampsia 


The serum concentration of placental protein 12 was generally increased with 
preeclampsia, suggesting that decidua may be affected in this disease. 


Umbilical Blood Flow Velocity Waveforms in Different Maternal 
Positions and With Epidural Analgesia 


Umbilical blood flow velocity wave ratios that reflect umbilical artery vascular 
resistance were significantly lower with parturients in a lateral position than in the 
supine posture and decreased to varying degrees after administration of epidural 
analgesia. 


Epidural Hydromorphone for Postcesarean Analgesia 


In a randomized double-blind study, 92% of patients who had received 1.0 mg of 
epidurally administered hydromorphone experienced postcesarean analgesia of 
excellent or good quality, with mean and median durations of 13 and 10 hours, 
respectively. 


Five Hundred Cases of Amniocentesis Without Bloody Tap 


Five hundred amniocenteses were carried out for prenatal diagnosis, using a needle 
guided by a real-time sector ultrasonograph—a bloody tap was avoided and only 
three spontaneous abortions resulted. 


Amniotic Epithelial Ultrastructure in Normal, Polyhydramnic, 
and Oligohydramnic Pregnancies 


Studies with the transmission electron microscope showed changes from the 
normal in the fine structure cellular morphology of the amniotic epithelial cell in 
polyhydramnic and oligohydramnic pregnancies. 


Prolactin-Releasing System in Maternal, Fetal, and Amniotic 
Compartments During Labor 


Metoclopramide was used to investigate the prolactin-releasing system during 
labor, and significant differences in the effect of this drug on prolactin 
concentrations in maternal plasma and amniotic fluid were observed. 


Pregnancy-Induced Hypertension and Postpartum Maternal 
Morbidity 


Traditional clinical classification and laboratory evaluation were found to be 
imprecise for accurate prediction of postpartum maternal morbidity in pregnancy- 
induced hypertension. 


Correlative Study of Paraurethral Anatomy 


Described is the location of several of the many muscles and connective tissue 
supports that affect the urethra. 


Retropubic Cystourethropexy: A Review of Two Operative 
Procedures With Long-Term Follow-Up 


A long-term follow-up of patients receiving a modified Pereyra procedure or a 
modified Marshall-Marchetti-Krantz procedure is presented. Results of the 
transvaginal versus the abdominal procedure are presented. 
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Clinical Significance of Urethral Instability 


Variations of urethral pressure were registered in 427 patients with lower urinary 
tract symptoms during urethrocystometry. Urethral instability can be associated 
with frequency, nycturia, urgency, and a history of urethral syndrome.

Human Papillomavirus Deoxyribonucleic Acid in 


Adenocarcinoma and Adenosquamous Carcinoma of the Uterine 


Cervix 


By molecular hybridization, DNA of human papillomavirus type 16 or 18 was 


identified in nine of 15 invasive tumors of the cervix. 


Prognostic Significance of Squamous Differentiation in Stage I 


Endometrial Adenocarcinoma 


Poor survival of patients with adenosquamous carcinoma is largely explained by its 
tendency to coexist with poorly differentiated adenocarcinoma, however, the poor 
prognosis of patients who have malignant squamous elements associated with well- 
differentiated adenocarcinoma is related to the tendency of these lesions to deeply 


invade the myometrium. 


Human Papillomavirus and Lower Genital Neoplasia in Renal 


Transplant Patients 


Immunosuppressed renal transplant recipients have high rates of cervical human 


papillomavirus infection and lower genital neoplasia compared with 
immunocompetent women and multifocal lesions are common. 


Cytogenetic and Clinicopathologic Studies of Partial Moles 


Of 56 partial moles karyotyped and analyzed clinicopathologically, 47 were triploid, 
nine were diploid (two cases proved to be normal diploid), and none developed 


into invasive mole or choriocarcinoma. 


Hormonal Status and Mycoplasma Colonization in the Female 


Genital Tract 


A study of cervical or vaginal genital mycoplasma specimens suggests that the 
hormonal condition of the patient has a close relationship to the occurence of 


genital mycoplasmas.

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Uterine Contraction Pressures With Oxytocin Induction/

of which became reactive in the lateral position. Compression of abdominal aorta 
by the pregnant uterus is the responsible mechanism. 


Trend Associations of Smoking With Maternal, Fetal, and 
Neonatal Morbidity 


Significant associations of maternal smoking were observed with a number of 
maternal, fetal, and neonatal morbidity indicators. The associations with 
intrauterine growth retardation persisted when controlling for confounding 
variables. 


Alcohol Abuse in Women Seeking Gynecologic Care 


In a screening survey of two private gynecologic practices, 12% of women seeking 
periodic gynecologic care and 21% of women with the premenstrual syndrome 
were using alcohol in an abusive or dependent fashion. 


Androgen and Estrogen Secretion by Normal and Neoplastic 
Ovaries in Premenopausal Women 


Ovarian secretion of androstenedione and testosterone was increased in 21 and 
33% of women with a nonfunctional or functional neoplasm of the ovary. 


Vaginal Intraepithelial Neoplasia: Biologic Aspects and 
Management 


The three main treatment modalities of surgery, electrocautery, and CO; laser are 
compared. Electrocautery and CO; laser had failure rates of 25 and 50%, 
respectively, compared with 16% in the surgery group. 


Low Malignant Potential Tumors of the Ovary: A Study of 76 
Cases 


The clinical and pathologic features of 76 patients with low malignant potential 
ovarian tumors who were seen over a 20-year period are reviewed. The therapeutic 


modalities of surgery, radiotherapy, and chemotherapy for these tumors are 
examined. 


Interval Laparoscopy as Predictor of Response to Chemotherapy 
in Ovarian Carcinoma 


Interval laparoscopy was performed on 51 patients with stage III and IV ovarian 
carcinoma undergoing chemotherapy for assessment of response. This procedure 
was helpful in predicting outcome at second-look procedure. 


Role of Computed Axial Tomography of the Chest in Staging 
Patients With Nonmetastatic Gestational Trophoblastic Disease 


Thirty-nine patients with nonmetastatic gestational trophoblastic disease were 
prospectively evaluated with computed axial tomography of the lungs. 
Micrometastases were found in 40% of these patients, 50% of whom failed initial 
methotrexate/folinic acid therapy. 


Surgical Treatment of Women Found to Have Invasive Cervix 
Cancer at the Time of Total Hysterectomy 


Radical reoperation was performed as part of planned therapy for invasive cervix 
cancer found after a total hysterectomy for benign disease. Perioperative morbidity 
did not differ from radical hysterectomy at this institution. 


Glycosylated Hemoglobin: A Sensitive Indicator of Gestational 
Diabetes 


The assessment of glycosylated hemoglobin concentration by affinity 
chromatography between 10 and 15 weeks’ gestation may predict women at risk for 
gestational diabetes.

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Streptococcus milleri Pyomyoma Simulating Infective

painless myomatous uterus. Endocarditis was suspected, but failure of antibiotic 


therapy and the eventual development of pelvic pain led to laparotomy and 
diagnosis of infected myoma. 


Ovarian and Tubal Inguinal Hernia 


A woman with primary amenorrhea, 46XX karyotype, and mullerian agenesis 
presented with a herniated inguinal mass containing an ovary and fallopian tube. 


Postoperative Peritoneal Cysts 


Peritoneal cyst that develops after gynecologic operative procedure is an infrequent 
postoperative complication that can appear months to years after the original 
operation. 


Argon Laser Therapy of Vulvar Angiokeratoma 


A cdSe of extensive vulvar angiokeratoma in a patient with Noonan syndrome is 
presented. Chronic increased central venous pressure was believed to be etiologic. 
The use of the argon laser in treating benign cutaneous lesions of the vulva is 
discussed. 


Aggressive Angiomyxoma of the Vulva 


An unusual myxoid and vascular appearing neoplasm of the vulva is described. 


Sebaceous Gland Hyperplasia of the Vulva: A Case Report

Ovarian Sex Cord Tumor With Annular Tubules: Steroid Profile 


Ovarian sex cord tumor with annular tubules resembles the Sertoli-Leydig cell 
tumor, but its clinical, histologic, ultrastructural, and steroidogenic profile is that of 
a granulosa cell tumor. 


Ovarian Dysgerminoma: Immunocytochemical Localization of 
Human Chorionic Gonadotropin in the Germinoma Cell 
Cytoplasm 

A case is reported of a pure ovarian dysgerminoma in which germinoma cells 
produced human chorionic gonadotropin. 


Mixed Germ Cell Tumor of the Ovary With Pure 
Choriocarcinoma Metastasis 


Thirty-month disease-free survival after chemotherapy for ovarian mixed germ cell 
tumor with pure choriocarcinoma metastasis is presented. 
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Endodermal Sinus Tumor of the Ovary Associated With 


Pregnancy 


A case is reported of a patient with endodermal sinus tumor of the ovary 
diagnosed at 25 weeks’ gestation. Combination chemotherapy was instituted after 
initial surgery, and the patient delivered a healthy infant by cesarean section. 


Tumor Implantation After Diagnostic Laparoscopic Biopsy of 


Serous Ovarian Tumors of Low Malignant Potential 


Two cases of tumor implants occurring in the abdominal trocar sites after diagnostic

Maternal Position During Parturition in Normal Labor 


Uninstructed parturients tend to choose various positions during early labor but 
become more narrowly selective as labor advances. 


Transition From Latent to Active Labor 


A computed analysis of labor data showed that approximately 90% of normal 


patients begin the active phase of labor by 5 cm of cervical dilation. 


Pregnancy After 40 Years of Age 


Controlled studies on pregnancy outcome in 511 women more than 40 years old 
show them to be higher in parity and weight with more diabetes, hypertension, 
operative delivery, heavier infants, stillbirths, and low Apgar scores. 


Computed Tomographic Pelvimetry in the Evaluation of Breech 


Presentation 


Computed tomography offers major advantages over conventional x-ray pelvimetry 
with respect to reliability, ease of performance and interpretation, and fetal 


radiation exposure. 


Analysis of Birth Weight Percentile as a Predictor of Perinatal 


Outcome 


The relationships of perinatal outcome, birth weight, and gestational age were 
evaluated retrospectively in 44,811 patients. Birth weight percentiles that predicted 


poor outcome varied with gestational age. 


Birth Weight Percentile and Perinatal Outcome: Recurrence of 


Intrauterine Growth Retardation 


The risk of recurrent intrauterine growth retardation is directly related to the 
severity of the previous growth retardation. Medical complications of pregnancy 


may further compound the risk. 


Fetal Heart Rate Acceleration With Fetal Blood Sampling 


Fetal heart rate acceleration with fetal blood sampling or within 30 minutes of 
sampling correlated well with normal pH values. 


Randomized Comparison of Five Irrigation Solutions at Cesarean 


Section 


In a double-blind randomized comparison of four antibiotic solutions and placebo 
for irrigation at cesarean section, only cefamandole nafate consistently showed 
significant reduction in endometritis and other morbidity measures. 
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Appendectomy at Cesarean Section: A Prospective Study 


Elective appendectomy performed at the time of scheduled cesarean section did not 
increase the complications or risks. 


Pneumococcal Polysaccharide Antibody Levels in Patients With 
Term and Preterm Pregnancies 483 


Pneumococcal polysaccharide antibody levels showed a significant decline during 
pregnancy but did not differ significantly between term and preterm pregnancies. 


Fetal Biophysical Profile Versus Amniocentesis in Predicting 
Infection in Preterm Premature Rupture of the Membranes 488 


Fetal biophysical profile appears superior to amniocentesis in predicting infection in 
patients with preterm premature rupture of the membranes. 


Ultrasound Prediction of Pulmonary Hypoplasia 


Ultrasound measurements of chest circumference below the fifth percentile for 
gestational age were highly predictive of pulmonary hypoplasia. 


Carcinoma In Situ of the Vulva: A Review of 31 Treated and 
Five Untreated Cases 


Surgical excision of carcinoma in situ of the vulva generally gives satisfactory 
results, but in untreated and inadequately treated cases invasive vulvar carcinoma 
can develop. 


Partial and Total Skinning Vulvectomy in Treatment of 
Carcinoma In Situ of the Vulva 504 


Skinning vulvectomy, partial or total, with skin graft was used in 24 cases of 
carcinoma in situ of the vulva. 


Correlation of Cellular Atypia and Human Papillomavirus 
Deoxyribonucleic Acid Sequences in Exfoliated Cells of the 
Uterine Cervix 508 


Human papillomavirus DNA sequences are present in cervical scrapings containing 
dysplastic as well as normal cells. 


Progesterone Receptor Levels and Distribution in Different 

Phases of the Menstrual Cycle and in Estrogen-Primed 

Postmenopausal Endometrium 513 
Total levels of nuclear and cytosolic progesterone receptor in endometria and the 


dynamics of receptor activation-translocation depend on the hormonal state of the 
woman. 


Presacral Neurectomy for Chronic Pelvic Pain 


A retrospective study of 50 presacral neurectomies showed success rates of 73% in 

relieving dysmenorrhea, 77% in relieving dyspareunia, and 63% in relieving other 

pelvic pains. 

Variations in Gas Flow of Laparoscopic Insufflators 522 
Disparity of response among flow control mechanisms of laparoscopic insufflators 

suggests the need to test and calibrate each unit separately for clinical use. 


Insemination With Fresh Donor Semen 527 
Eighty women undergoing artificial insemination with donor semen had a crude 


conception rate of 58% and an average fecundability of 15.1%. 


Sympathoadrenal and Cardiovascular Responses to Mental 

Stress in Pregnancy-Induced Hypertension 531 
Pregnancy-induced hypertension was not associated with enhanced cardiovascular 

or sympathoadrenal reactivity during mental stress, as compared with normal 

pregnancy. 
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Placental Thromboxane and Prostacyclin in the Regulation of 
Placental Blood Flow 


The significance of placental thromboxane A; and prostacyclin in the regulation of 
placental blood flow was studied. 


Comparison of Amniotic Fluid Disaturated Phosphatidylcholine 
and the Lecithin-Sphingomyelin Ratio in the Prediction of Fetal 
Lung Maturity 


One hundred five pregnancies were analyzed to determine if DSPC is a more 
sensitive predictor of respiratory distress syndrome. As no significant difference in 
the two tests was found, an adjunctive role for DSPC is suggested at borderline L/S 
maturity values. 


Lecithin-Sphingomyelin Ratios in Amniotic Fluid of Pregnancies 
With an Anencephalic Fetus 


The L/S ratio in amniotic fluid from seven of eight pregnancies complicated by fetal 
anencephaly was markedly subnormal, suggesting that fetal lung maturation is 
dependent upon normal function of the fetal pituitary-adrenal axis. 


Release and Lubricating Properties of Amniotic Surfactants and 
the Very Hydrophobic Surfaces of the Amnion, Chorion, and 
Their Interface 


Surface of human amnionic and chorionic membranes were found to be water 
repellent, their interface being particularly hydrophobic, presumably attributable to 
adsorbed surface-active phospholipid. 


Theophylline Clearance During Pregnancy 


Theophylline clearance usually was lowered during pregnancy, suggesting that 
dosage may need to be reduced to avoid toxic blood levels. 


Antinuclear Antibodies During Pregnancy 


Among 100 healthy pregnant women, the frequencies with which antinuclear 
antibodies were found throughout pregnancy were not significantly higher than in 
nonpregnant control subjects.

Total Parenteral Nutrition During Pregnancy 


Total parenteral nutrition during pregnancy requires special attention to 
hyperglycemia, hyperlipidemia, and measurements of renal function and fetal well- 
being. 


Perimortem Cesarean Delivery 


Postmortem cesarean delivery is reviewed. An analysis of both fetal and maternal 
physiology and case reports from the past century suggest the operation should be 
initiated four minutes after maternal cardiac arrest.

Results of Treatment of Severe Fetal Hydrothorax With Bilateral 
Pleuroamniotic Catheters 


The treatment of severe fetal hydrothorax with bilateral pleural drainage catheters 
is presented and illustrated. Technical problems are discussed, as well as clinical 
considerations of such unusual intervention. 


Elevated Second Trimester Maternal Serum Alpha-Fetoprotein 
and Cytomegalovirus Infection 


Intrauterine cytomegalovirus infection associated with elevated maternal serum 
alpha-fetoprotein (AFP) is described. The significance of AFP levels as a possible 
marker of placental pathology is discussed. 


Perinatal Pertussis 


Pertussis (whooping cough) is a highly contagious disease of childhood. Described 
are three instances in which maternal-to-newborn transmission likely occurred and 
was the cause of extensive morbidity and cost. Means of recognition, prevention, 
and treatment are discussed. 
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Effect of Amniotic Fluid Bacteria on the Course of Labor in 
Nulliparous Women at Term 


Nulliparas with high virulence bacteria in the amniotic fluid during labor had a 
lower cervical dilation rate, required a higher maximum oxytocin dose, and had a 
higher cesarean section rate than did similar patients with only low virulence 
bacteria. 


Perinatal Listeriosis (Early-Onset): Correlation of Antenatal 
Manifestations and Neonatal Outcome 


Early-onset listeriosis has a high perinatal mortality rate. 


Ripening of the Human Cervix and Induction of Labor With 
Intracervical Purified Porcine Relaxin 

Intracervical porcine relaxin is absorbed systemically and is associated with a 
significant improvement in cervical ripening and a 30% incidence of labor. 


Selenium in Pregnancy: Effect of Maternal Drinking 


Heavy maternal alcohol drinking was accompanied by increased selenium levels in 
maternal serum but decreased levels in umbilical serum. 


Reduction of B-Endorphin Levels in the Amniotic Fluid of 
Heroin Addicts 


Despite normal plasma levels, amniotic fluid concentrations of B-endorphin are 
severely reduced in heroin- and methadone-addicted pregnant women. Exogenous 
opiates may inhibit the secretion of opioid peptides by the fetus. 


Changes in Amniotic Fluid Prostaglandins With Oxytocin- 
Induced Labor 


Serial amniotic fluid prostaglandins measured in oxytocin-induced labor were 
significantly lower in spontaneous normal labor. 


Oxytocinase Activity in Human Amniotic Fluid and Its 
Relationship to Gestational Age 


Oxytocinase activity in amniotic fluid samples between the 14th and 40th weeks of 
pregnancy and during labor demonstrated an inverse relationship between the 
enzyme activity and gestational age. 


False-Negative Peritoneal Cytology in Metastatic Ovarian 
Carcinoma 


False-negative peritoneal cytology occurred in 48% of laparotomies with peritoneal 
washings and in 50% of laparotomies with metastasis less than 0.5 cm in diameter, 
casting doubt upon the reliability of a negative cytologic report. 


Immature Teratoma of the Ovary 


Optimal therapy of patients with pure immature teratoma of the ovary consists of 
surgery followed by combination chemotherapy in all patients except those with 
stage I, grade 1 disease. 


Measured Menstrual Blood Loss in Women With Menorrhagia 
Associated With Pelvic Disease or Coagulation Disorder 
Objective measurement of menstrual blood loss in women with menorrhagia 


associated with confirmed pelvic disease or coagulation disorders yielded widely 
varying results. 


Medical and Psychologic Characteristics of Women Presenting 
With Premenstrual Symptoms 
Women presenting for the evaluation of premenstrual symptoms often harbor 


major physical, emotional, and marital disorders requiring a multidisciplinary 
approach to diagnosis and treatment. 
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Compartmental Ovarian Steroidogenesis in Polycystic Ovary 
Syndrome 


In polycystic ovaries, the follicles possess granulosa cell aromatase activity and 
gonadotropin responsiveness, and the theca is the principal site of ovarian 
androgen production. 


Uninhibited Urethral Relaxation: An Unusual Cause of 
Incontinence 


Uninhibited urethral relaxation is a clinically distinct cause of urinary incontinence 
which affected 2% of the studied incontinent population. 


Qualitative Assessment of Uteroplacental Blood Flow: Early 
Screening Test for High-Risk Pregnancies 


Pulsed Doppler assessment of uteroplacental blood flow in early pregnancy 
correlates with later development of hypertension, fetal growth retardation, and 
birth asphyxia. 


Umbilical Artery Velocimetry in Diabetes and Pregnancy 


Doppler umbilical artery velocimetry correlated with diabetic controls and with 
perinatal morbidity. 


Influence of Crystalloid Versus Colloid Infusion on Peripartum 
Colloid Osmotic Pressure Changes 


A decline in peripartum colloid osmotic pressure was minimized during the first 24 
hours post cesarean section when a colloid solution was infused preoperatively 
instead of a crystalloid solution. 


Cohort Study of Silastic Obstetric Vacuum Cup Deliveries: II. 
Unsuccessful Vacuum Extraction 


An unsuccessful trial of Silastic vacuum extraction did not cause any increase in 
serious maternal or neonatal morbidity, whether the delivery was completed with 
forceps or by cesarean section. 


Effect of Anesthesia for Primary Cesarean Section on 
Postoperative Infectious Morbidity 

Retrospective review of primary cesarean section revealed no association between 
anesthetic technique and incidence of postoperative maternal febrile or infectious 
morbidity. 

Rupture of the Pregnant Uterus: A 53-Year Review 

The frequency of uterine rupture over the course of 53 years decreased slightly 
with marked changes in obstetric practice. 

Fetal Lung Growth in Experimental Utero-Abdominal Pregnancy 


A rat model of utero-abdominal pregnancy demonstrates the important role of 
amniotic fluid in fetal lung development. 


Evaluation of Male Consorts of Women With Genital Human 
Papilloma Virus Infection 


Approximately two-thirds of the male partners of women with genital condylomata 
were found to have evidence of human papilloma virus infection. 


Trimethylamine: The Substance Mainly Responsible for the 
Fishy Odor Often Associated With Bacterial Vaginosis 


The prominent fishy odor of vaginal fluid from women with bacterial vaginosis was 


shown by gas chromatography-mass spectrometery to be due primarily to 
trimethylamine. 


Postabortal Endometritis and Isolation of Chlamydia trachomatis 


Isolation of Chlamydia trachomatis in women undergoing induced abortion 
correlated significantly with later development of postabortal endometritis. 
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A Correlative Study of Papanicolaou Smear, Fluorescent 
Antibody, and Culture for the Diagnosis of Chlamydia 


trachomatis 691 


A prospective evaluation of three diagnostic methods for Chlamydia trachomatis 
was made in 300 patients. Papanicolaou smear, when compared with fluorescent 
antibody and culture techniques, lacks both sensitivity and specificity. 


Inhibition of Candida-Induced Lymphocyte Proliferation by 


Antibody to Candida albicans 696 


Antibody to Candida albicans inhibited the uptake and processing of Candida 
antigens by macrophages and the subsequent lymphocyte proliferative response. 


Quantitative Transcervical Uterine Cultures in Asymptomatic 


Women Using an Intrauterine Contraceptive Device 700 


Normal uterine sterility was significantly compromised by an intrauterine 
contraceptive device, but the number of organisms cultured was associated with 
neither the type of intrauterine contraceptive device nor the duration of use. 


Nuclear and Nucleolar Areas: A Quantitative Assessment of 


Endometrial Neoplasia 705 


Measurement and comparison of the ultrastructural areas of the nuclei and nucleoli 
of normal proliferative epithelium and the three grades of adenocarcinoma may 
provide a basis for grading that is less subjective than other methods. 


Estrogen and Progesterone Receptors in Uterine Sarcomas 


Estrogen and progesterone receptors were detected in the majority of uterine 
sarcomas and when present were associated with improved short-term survival.

Progesterone and Breast Cancer 


Whether the addition of progestins to postmenopausal estrogen therapy alters risk 
of breast cancer or heart disease is a critical issue. Current evidence does not justify 
adding progestins to reduce risk of breast cancer.

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Radiation Therapy Versus Pelvic Node Resection for Carcinoma 
of the Vulva With Positive Groin Nodes 


In patients with squamous cell carcinoma of the vulva metastatic to groin lymph 
nodes, adjunctive radiotherapy was superior to pelvic lymphadenectomy. 
Endometrial Adenocarcinoma in Women Under 25 Years of Age 
Endometrial carcinoma in young women is often well differentiated and of limited 
extent; conservative therapy may permit future pregnancies. 

Central Nervous System Metastases in Epithelial Ovarian 
Carcinoma 


Aggressive treatment of CNS metastases from ovarian carcinoma can provide 
significant symptomatic improvement and possibly long-term remission. 


Are Cytosol Estrogen and Progestin Receptors of Prognostic 
Significance in the Management of Epithelial Ovarian Cancers? 


In epithelial ovarian cancers, levels of progestin receptor, but not of estrogen 
receptor, correlated with treatment outcome. 


Radioimmunoassay of Placental Alkaline Phosphatase in 
Ovarian Cancer Sera and Tissues 


Placental alkaline phosphatase is more frequently detected in the tissue than in the 
serum of patients with ovarian cancer, and may be a useful target in 
immunodetection and immunotherapy. 


Maternal Perception of Prelabor Uterine Activity 


Patients’ perceptions of their own uterine activity correlated poorly with 
tocod ynamometer recordings in ambulatory women at high risk of preterm labor. 


False Labor 


No finding from clinical examination on admission is of particular value in 
identifying false labor; subsequent dysfunctional labor is more common in this 
group of patients. 


Detection of Preterm Labor by Ambulatory Monitoring of 
Uterine Activity: A Preliminary Report 


Intermittent ambulatory tocodynamometry might help prevent preterm birth by 
providing an earlier diagnosis of preterm labor. 


Failed Forceps 


Failed forceps delivery is not associated with increased depression at birth, 
encephalopathy, or birth trauma. 


Erb/Duchenne’s Palsy: A Consequence of Fetal Macrosomia and 
Method of Delivery 


Brachial plexus injuries resulted in 50.2 cases of Erb’s palsy per 100,000 live births. 
Significant risk factors were fetal weight of over 4500 g, midforceps delivery, and 
vacuum extraction. 


Puerperal Pelvic Thrombophlebitis: Impact on Diagnosis and 
Treatment Using X-ray Computed Tomography and Magnetic 
Resonance Imaging 


X-ray computed tomography and magnetic resonance imaging permit accurate 
diagnosis of puerperal pelvic thrombophlebitis. 
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Rarity of Cesarean Delivery in Cases of Juvenile-Onset 


A short electronic fetal heart rate trace at admission in labor appears to be of value 
as a screening test for fetal distress in labor. 


Peripartum Colloid Osmotic Pressures: Correlation With Serum 
Proteins 


Peripartum colloid osmotic pressure, total serum protein, and serum albumin were 


measured in normotensive and preeclamptic patients and compared with calculated 
values. 


The Vanishing Twin: Pathologic Confirmation of an 
Ultrasonographic Phenomenon 


Histologic evidence is presented to confirm the ultrasonographic diagnosis of a 
“vanished” twin. 


Effect of Cigarette Smoking on Plasmatic Regulation of Vascular 
Prostacyclin in Pregnancy and Puerperium 


Plasma activity in stimulating vascular prostacyclin did not differ during pregnancy 
and the puerperium in smokers and nonsmokers; infants born to smokers had 
lower values than those born to nonsmokers. 


Pregnancy Causes a Decrease in the Number and Affinity of 
Myometrial Angiotensin II Receptors 


The total number and affinity of myometrial angiotensin II receptors decreased 
during ovine pregnancy when compared with the nonpregnant state. 


A New Marker of Maturation in the Cervix: The Estrogen- 


The location and extent of dysplasia in cone biopsy specimens with CIN III was 
compared in cases with false-negative cytology versus positive cytology preceding 
conization. 


Prophylactic Topical 5-Fluorouracil Following Treatment of 
Human Papillomavirus-Associated Lesions of the Vulva and 
Vagina 

Women with multiple HPV-associated lesions, multiple organ involvement, or a 


depressed immune system are at high risk for treatment failure and may benefit 
from prophylactic topical 5-FU following treatment.

Chemotherapy for Malignant Germ Cell Tumors of the Ovary 
Neutropenic febrile episodes in patients undergoing intensive chemotherapy for 


malignant germ cell tumors of the ovary can be treated successfully with antibiotics 
and continued chemother.:py. 


Ovarian Histology and Function After Total Abdominal 
Hysterectomy 


Ovarian biopsies performed with hysterectomy and again one year later revealed 
some histologic differences, but mean hormonal concentrations were unchanged.

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Circulating Antiovarian Antibodies in Premature Ovarian Failure 


Immunofluorescence and immunoperoxidase studies in premature ovarian failure 
patients revealed circulating ovarian antibodies, with localization of antigen at the 
granulosa and oocyte. 


Size and Weight Determinations of Nongravid Enlarged Uteri 


The accuracy of uterine size estimation improves with the use of ultrasound. 


Early Recognition of Ectopic Pregnancy in an Infertility 
Population 


Early intervention for possible ectopic pregnancy in infertility patients decreases 
morbidity and permits conservative surgery in a majority. 
Breast Cancer Risk in Relation to Early Oral Contraceptive Use 


No effect on the risk of breast cancer was found in relation to oral contraceptive use 
before the first birth or before age 25.

To the Point 
Preeclampsia is Not Associated With Excess Fetal Clotting 


After controlling for labor, there was no evidence of excess clotting in the fetuses of 
women with preeclampsia. 


Ovarian Cancer Recurrences in Patients With No Macroscopic 
Tumor at Second-Look Laparotomy 


Select ovarian cancer patients with moderately- and poorly-differentiated tumors 
and no macroscopic disease at second-look laparotomy have approximately a 50% 
rate of recurrence, whether or not tumor is present microscopically. 
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
